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Report of the Committee on Publicizing the Educational Foundation 


There is everything to indicate that The Knights Templar Educationel Foundation 
Committee, chairmenned by Sir Knight Thomas C, Law of Atlanta, Georgie, is discharg- 
ing its obligations well. Your committee to publicize its program has studied the 
tracts and brochures, as well as the rules, which have been supplied the various Grand 
Jurisdictions, end these suggest that the opportunities which our great Order sponsors 
for the youth of the nation have been well presented. 


Sir Knights everywhere are concernéd about the events of the day as they impact 
upon the American end world scene. As the twig is bent so tle tree must grow. Tem- 
plary recognizes the placé which dorrect education plays in building e consecrated 
society. It believes that true learning is the handmaiden of progress end an instru- 
ment of vitel moment in shaping the moral and spiritual fibre of a nation. We live 
not by bread alone. 


But, unless there is dynamic invigoration of the virtues, practically end consist- 
ently expressed, we shall not survive as a people, nor as a nation--which God forbidi-- 
in which event a great beacon light to mankind would go out. As Knights Templar, we 
are more than mere bystanders in the drema of life and American citizenship. We are 
in the very nature of our commissions in a Christian Order dedicated to militant 
action in meeting both opportunity end challenge. 


It must be apparent to even the untutored that education as we have known it thru 
happier days is being severely tried. Confusions abound, the currency has been de=- 
based, war hes come to be a normal phenomenon end waste, vice and corruption are 
widespread. Sacred offices and positions of great trust in America have not escaped 
the smudge and the. teint of the evil which runs rempant, an evil so ominous that two 
great political parties end their cendidates meke frequent proclamation thet integrity, 
morality and spirituality must be restored end guilt made to pay. 


This is a year of decision. Meny believe thet 1952 is fateful beyond that of any 
year in recent time, As citizens of the Republic we are advised to make right de- 
cisions at the ballot box. As Sir Knights we are charged to express citizenship in 
terms of high morelity end spirituality, end to brook no compromise with evil. As- 
suredly, we cannot approve the acts of those who have besmirched the escutcheon of 
state and nation. Templary seeks for mankind everywhere a glorious appointment with 
the future, a future in which the Great Captain of Our Salvation is the center. 


It is axiomatic that we should turn to the church, to the hom and to the schools 
for the answers to grave problems which harass both country and world. Christian 
kmighthood is not without answers to these questions. The Educational Foundation is 
a practical demonstration of the Order's concern for the future, tomorrows which must 
pe built upon the youth of each oncoming generation. Your committee is in this re- 
port accenting Templary's anxiety for the future as it is expressed in one channel ,- 
that of education. 


As Knights Templer, we earnestly care about the welfare of every school end cole 
lege which is a citadel for learning and for the inculcation of the elements which 
are abiding. However, we need to be particularly interested in the plight of the 
good private institution at the higher level, for these nurseries for the finest in 
American citizenship are gravely beset. They face reduced enrollments, unbalanced 
pudgets, serious deficits. They have been compelled to rely in principal on tuition 
and other fees, now increased far and beyond those prevailing in the tex-supportied 
colleges. 


The plight of the average private college is today ® disturbing paradox in a so= 
ciety which can spend itself out of purse for the most senseless vagaries, much of 
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this outlay actually building up en arrogent underworld power now threatening every 
rempart of decency in the land. Leaders in education, in industry and in bus inecs 
are beginning to regard the fisoal problems of the private high-level school as a 
challenge which they, in concert With other well-disposed persons or groups, must 
solve. Templary covets partnership in this task, 


Tax dollars are not available, as such, for the private college, and it is perhaps 
well for the United States that this is so, assuming that responsible men and women 
will, through their gifts and their patronage, see to it that at least one strong 
vegnent in education shall remain free in the larger meaning of the word. Templary 
can prosper the well-motivated private school by a policy of emphasis on aiding stu- 
vents who qualify for assistance as these may be enrolled in those colleges which at 
‘this moment in American history solicit and merit special consideration. 


It is no secret that in a number of states trustees and regents of private ool- 
leges have put their case before leaders in civic and industrial affairs, and it is 
indicated that business looks favorably on the idea of accepting responsibility for 
the welfare of these schools, this task to be assumed in part at least. America 
has prospered because education flowered first in an atmosphere in which the only re- 
straints were those which derived from the most fundamental of premises, the Christ- 
dan concept of right. 


Since we are in this report giving thought to publicity for the Knights Templar 
Educational Foundation, it is not amiss to say thet there is a responsibility for a 
proper disbursement of these funds which no Sir Knight may escape. There is an 
autonomy of action in every Grand Jurisdiction which encourages putting these funds 
to constructive work, As borrowers pay end new loans go out, in an unending and 
expending pattern, more end more monies should accumulate, the whole so promising for 
what it can do to build a better society that this venture alone could well justify 
our role of Templars. When a high-minded student end a college truly mritorious are 
ensbled to flourish and serve mankind through medium of an opportune gesture made by 
Templery, the glory of America shines the more brightly. 


Menifestly, we play for everlasting stakes in our strivings to make the Amrican 
dream of the Founding Fathers come true. It is the life eternal which we seek, The 
chips are down. Totalitarianism is on the loose, Biood runs. Anything less then 
our fullest devotion to the principles which are the guideposts of ths Ten Comnnnd- 
ments end the whole Book of the Law will not avail us victory. Striving mightily 
«ith the flower of our youth mobilized for an heroic part, we shall achieve tho 
-ristory in our time, Mey God rouse every Knight Templar to do his fuil part in the 
gigantio task. Let each put on the full armor of faith and good works} 


May our vision and our works be so full of wisdom and merit that we shall in our 
tims contemplate a Knights Templar Educational Foundation reaching $50,000,000.

HELD IN NEW ORLEANS IN 1952: 


Thirty years ago in the City of New Orleans a committee of the Grand Encampment 
founded the Knights Templar Educationei Foundation. The Divisions of Mass. and R.Ie 
not only led in 1951, but showed a remarkable increase during the past few ysars, 
The Divisions of New York end Texas have always been in the lead. A tabule tion of 
the three leading divisions for 1951 follows: 


Mass. end Rhode Islend= 120 loans 17% of total Total = $44,966, 
New York - 105 loans 14,97" " "= $25,251, 
Texas = 95 loons 13.5%" " "= $29,785,

We have set a quota for ea oh Commandery 
as its objective for obtaining petitions :

The basis on which these figures were 
projected was the actual performance on 
tho part of the individual Commandery, - . 
stepped up by a common percentage differ- 
ential, to reach a figure of not less than 
a total of 1,000 petitions for Grand Com- . 
mendery as a whole. i 

We all know that every petitioner is not. 
ymighted in the seme statistical year in 
waich he petitions, therefore, in order to 
obtain the highest percentage of knightigs 
to petitions received, we must continually 
follow up these candidates to be sure they 
are knighted before your yeer is up. 

We look at the record at the end of the 
year and see, for example, 1,000 petitions 
signed up. Then, maybe, there are 900 
Imighted in the same period, end we think | 
we have done a 90% job, - but this is not 
so. If we carried over from the previous 
year a total of 100, and these 100 were a 
part of those 900 knighted, then we only 
did a 80% job. 

Our percentage of knightings to total 
petitions received should be nearer 100%, 
lacking only those who did not get thro gh : 
the Chapter your Commandery year. Make it, 
ft, point, Eminent Commanders, to knight 
avery cendidate in the same fiscal year he 
is voted upon, provided he has gone through 
the Chapter. 

Your Division Commander will talk with 
you sbout your quota end the need of fol- 
lowing up all outstanding petitions, for 
remember, a candidate who fails to present 
hiaself for the Orders within 12 months 
ifter receiving notice of his election, 
voids the election, end also remember, one 
constituted a companion of the Illustrious 
Order of the Red Cross who fails to appear 
to receive the remaining Orders within one 
year after having received the I.0.0.T.R. Co 
shall not be entitled to receive such re- 
maining Orders unless by a unanimous pbal- 
lot of the Commandery.

Section 191: A Knight Templar desiring to 


’ affiliate with a Commandery must file ea 
' Petition for Membership, together with a 
- Demit or its equivalent, which shall be 


retained by the Commandery petitioned if 
the Fotitioner is elected to membership; 
if rejected, the Demit, or its equivalent, 
shall be returned to the Petitioner. 


Section 192: A Member, upon written re~ 
quest in open Commandery, is entitled to 

a Demit without a vote of the Commandery, 
provided he is not indebted to the Com= 
mandery end no charges are pending against 
him. Such request severs his membership. 


Section 193: Affiliation in Lodge and

Failure of a Candidate to 
present himself for the Orders within 

Twelve Months after receiving notice of
